Atlanta was assured natural gas 


within the coming nine months at 5:50 
o'clock Friday afternoon when a 20- 
year contract for delivery of the 
natural fuel from Louisiana fields by 
the Southern Natural Gas Corpora- 
tion to the Central Public Service 
Corporation, the Chicago company 
which recently bought the Georgia 
Power Company gas properties, was 
signed after weeks of negotiation. 

Natural gas will be piped through 
the present Atlanta system under 
terms of the contract, the local coim- 
pany receiving the fuel at the city 
limits and supplying all users with 
the new gas instead of the manufac- 
tured product now being burned. 

Colonel E. H. Peirce, head. of the 
Chicago interests which have pur- 
chased gas properties in Georgia, 
South Carolina, Florida, Alabama and 
Mississippi in the last few weeks, 
«tated Friday night that he expected 
natural gas would be available for the 
Atlanta mains by December. 

The contract for the purchase of 
the natural gas by the Central Pub- 
lic Service Corperation provides for 
distribution of the product in At- 
jlanta, Rome, Macon and Griffin, as 
well as in intermediate points along 
the large mains which will be con- 
structed to Georgia from the Louis- 
iana fields. These points include An- 
niston, Gadsden, Selma, Montgomery 
and Tuscaloosa, Ala., and Columbus 
and Meridian, Miss. 

20-Year Contract Signed. 

Colonel Peirce Friday issued the 
following statement : 

“The Southern Public Service Com- 
pany, on behalf of Atlanta, has en- 
tered into a 20-year contract for pur- 
chase of natural gas. 

“It is expected that the pipe line 
connectirg the Louisiana gas fields 
with Atianta will be completed by De- 
cember of this year. 

“Advent of natural gas in Atlanta 
will be of importance to every citizen 
and should greatly increase comforts 
of living and give an added incentive 
to its industrial growth. 

“The Atlanta gas light company is 
the oldest institution in this city. 
Organized in 18M, it has had a re- 
markable history of reliable service 
and steady growth. With introduc- 
tien of natural gas, growth of its 
service will be greatly accelerated. 

“There will be many problems 
xolve and large expenditures of 
money to enable the citizens of At- 
lanta to enjoy the use of natural gas, 
hut our faith in the future of Atlanta 
and of the fine spirit of fairness of 
its citizens has given us courage to go 
ferward in this great enterprise.” 

Cheaper Gas Seen. 

The British thermal unit, the stan- 
dard used for-gas, is 550 for artificial 
gas and 1,000 for natural gas, per 
cubie feet, thus showing that the nat- 
ural gas to be afforded Atlanta will 
be cheaper and of more power than 
artificial gas, it was said by gas of- 
ficials. A total of 434 miles of large 
mains will be laid between the fields 
and Atlanta.

Washington, March 29.—Treasury 
department officials today announced 
that bids would be advertised on or 
about April 3 for a site for the new 
federal building authorized for At- 
lanta. 

The department, it was stated, will 
seck a corner lot at or near the At- 
lanta Terminal station with an area 
of approximately 105,000 square feet. 
It is desired tht the dimensions of 
the site be 300x350 feet, although 
lots approximating this in size will be 
considered. 

Property owners of the section de- 
siring ‘to offer their holdings will be 
given until April 29 to file formal 
bids. At that time the various of- 
fers will be formally opened and con- 
sidered before a selection is an- 
nounced. The advertisement, it was 
explained, will appear in an Atlanta 
paper three times a week for a pe- 
riod of approximately three weeks. 

In annonncing the forthcoming call 
for bids, treasury officials declined 
to give any information on the status 
of negotiations with officials of the 
Central of Georgia railway, a part 
of whose property adjacent to the Ter- 
minal had been tentatively agreed on 
previously. . Recently it was indicated 
that the negotiations might be dropped 
and the advertisement will specify 
that a site is desired at or near the 
Atlanta Terminal station, in the'same 
general locality of the Central of 
Georgia property near Spring street 
viaduct. 

The federal building commission has 
authorized a fund of $2,100,000 for 
the new Atlanta structure, including 
the cost of a site. Of the amount 
$450,000 already has been actually 
appropriated by congress for com- 
mengement of operations. 

While plans for the Atlanta struc- 
ture naturally will be held in abevy- 


cials said that it wonld be fair to 
assume from the size of the lot being 
sought that the building would be 
monumental in design, rather than a 
tall narrow structure which would 
have to be constructed on > smaller 
ground. 

Actual drawings will not start un- 
til a contract has been signed for pur- 
chase of a site. 

At one time members of the fed- 
eral building commission, including 
Assistant Postmaster-General John H. 
Bartlett, were so set on placing the 
structure on property of the Central 
of Georgia that it was suggested con- | 
demnation proceedings might be _ in- 
stituted for its acquisition if neces- 
sary. This is still regarded as a pos- 
sibility, but more remote now, in 
view of later statements coming from 
the treasury. 

The building, one of the most ex- 
pensive yet authorized for the south, 
will house not only postal operations, 
but general federal activities in the 
city. On the ground floor will be a 
parcel post station and postoffice sub- 
station, with the upper floors given 
over to such agencies as the collector 
of internal revenue for the state. The

FEDERAL FORCE

Mexico City, March 29.—()—A 
federal detachment has entered Chi- 
huahua City, but in complete igno- 
rance that it is a rebel stronghold to- 
ward which the main federal army 
has been slowly advancing for weeks. 
Federal General Armenta, according 
to word received here, has fallen into 


the trap set for him by Rebel Gov- 
ernor Caraveo and is supposed to have 
been forced to surrender bis 300 fol- | 
lowers. 

Armenta had led this band on a 
long and arduous march over the 
mountains from Sonora to escape the 
superior forces of Rebel General Man- 
zo. Not knowing that Governor Car- 
aveo had joined the rebel cause, he 
asked for help and means were sent | 
him to proceed to Chihuahua City and | 
his capture. 

Meanwhile the main federal army 
under General Juan A. Almazan 
pushed on today beyond Escalon to- 
ward Jimenez, which is about 150 
miles south of Chihuahua City. Al- 
though the rebel strength was report- 
ed concentrating at Jimenez, the gov- 
ernor was inclined to doubt that they 
would offer battle there in the flat 
open country which offers little 
strategic value for an effort to check | 
the federal drive. 

Expect Real Test. 

Federal commanders expected the 
real test would be at Bachimba pasa, 
63 kilometers southeast of Chihuahua 
City. That pass through mountains 
that rise several thousand feet above 
the plain has been the scene of many 
a bloody battle in past revolutions. 
The railroad, after winding up the 
mountainside from Santa Rosalia, 
midway between Jimenez and Bachim- 
ba, runs through a narrow gorge with 
the sides towering 500 feet above the | 
rails. 

In previous wars victory almost in- 
variably has been with the defenders 
of the pass, but bombing planes, 
which have already rendered good ac- 
count of themselves, are expected by 


the federals to change the situation.

DR. ARGH ELKIN 
DIES IN HOSPITAL 


Widely-Known Specialist 
Was Founder of Good 


Glandular Treatment. 


Dr. Arch Elkin, 42, one of Atlanta’s 
best known specialists and founder of 
the Good Samaritan clinic, died early 
Friday night at the Georgia Baptist 
hospital after an illness of only a few 
days. Death came as a result of sep- 
ticemia, induced by a slight scalp 
laceration. 

A native of Stanford, Ky., he was 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. M. F. Elkin, 
both of whom were in Atlanta at the 
time of his death. He received his 
elementary education in Stanford and 
his literary training at Transylvania 
college, Lexington, Ky., after which 
he entered Emory university, then at 
Oxford, taking up the study of medi- 
cine. He graduated in 1910 and from 
then until the time of his fatal ill- 
ness practiced medicine in Atlanta. 

Study of Ductless Glands. 

For several years he devoted his at- 
tention to pulmonary diseases, but 
about ten years ago began to make a 
specialized study of the endocrines, or 
duetless ‘glands, and eventually came 
to confine his practice almost entirely 
to this field of medicine. In 1923 he 
was able to realize his long-cherished 
dream of establishing a charity clinic 


with glandular disturbances. 
Securing a five-room cottage. with 
the co-operation of some 20 local doc- 
tors who made up the staff, he started 
this clinic to aid those needing endo- 
crinological treatment. Cases of giant- 
ism, dwarfism, Mongolian idiots, and 
other abnormalities traceable to duct- 
less gland disturbances were treated 
there and in almost every case the 
patient was benefited if not made 
absolutely normal. 
Only One of Kind, 


kind operated strictly on a charity 
basis.

Washington, March 29.— (#4) — 
Strengthening of the powers of the 
federal reserve board to insure its con- 
trol over funds likely to get into the 
speculative market will be proposed at 
the approaching extra session of con- 
gress. 

Senator Glass, democrat, of Vir- 
ginia, and King, democrat, of Utah, 
are preparing bills designed to give 
the board any authority it may find 
necessary to curb loans for specula- 
tive purposes. Neither has completed 
his proposed legislation. 

It is the expressed disposition of 
congressional leaders to leave the 
problem of stock market speculation 
in the hands of the reserve board 
insofar as it touches on federal re- 
serve funds. Those in congress who 
are studying the problem believe that 
neither the board nor congress can 
directly supervise the stock market. 

Chairman Norbeck, of the senate 
banking committee, *; one of those 
holding to the view that the reserve 
board must b> given a@ responsibility 
to supervise use of Its money, and he 


declared he will “leave the problem 
with the board for the present.”

While there is little prospect of en- 
/actment of any legislation dealing 
with the credit problem at the extra 
session, in view of the determination 
of house leaders not to organize any 
committees for other legislation than 
tariff and farm relief, hearings prob- 
ably will be held by the senate com-

Senators Glass and King said to- 
day they would endeavor to have the 
committee consider the question at 
the approaching session. Neither, 
however, contemplates asking for an 
investigation of stock market fluctua- 
tions of recent months. Each would 
confine the hearings to a study of the 
general credit problem and to means 
of curbing the use of federal funds in 
speculation.

Creamed Salmon. 


Put 1 cup milk and 2 tablespoons 
farina in a double boiler. Cook about. 
15 minutes, stirring constantly. Flake 
half a can of salmon and add to the 
milk. Cook 5 minutes. Then add 1 
teaspoon salt, dash of cayenne, 2 eggs 
well beaten and 2 tablespoons butter. 
Mix well and cook a few minutes 
longer. Serve piping hot on toast 
spread lightly with melted butter. 


Salmon Pudding. 


_ Mince 1 can of salmon, saving the 
juice for sauce. Put in 4 tablespoons 
melted butter, 1-2 cup fine cracker 
crumbs, 1-2 teaspoon chili powder, a 
little salt and 3 well-beaten eggs. Put 
in buttered mould, set in pan of hot 
water; cover and steam in oven for 
one hour filling with boiling water as 
if evaporates. Set in cold water a 
minute and turn out. Cover with this 
sauce: Heat 1 cup milk to boiling 
point; thicken with 1 tablespoon corn 
starch wet in cold water: add 1 ta- 
blespoon butter, salmon juice and a 
beaten egg. Take from fire, season 
and stand in hot water for 3 minutes, 
covered. Add juice of 1-2 lemon and 
pour over pudding. Serves 8. 
Steamed Salmon. 

While 1-2 cup milk and 1-2 cup 
bread crumbs are cooking to a smooth 
paste, flake one ean salmon, season, 
and add 2 tablespoons salmon juice.

APPLICATIONS DUE 


Columbia, S. C., March 29.—(P)— 
Work has been begun on compiling 
the pension rolls and veterans ‘| and 
widows have until Aptil 1 to place 
their applications with the probate 
judges of their counties, according to 
Comptroller-General A. J. Beattie. 
The appropriation of $750,000 is the 
same as last year, though there may 
be some slight changes in the distribu- 
tion. 

Under an act of the 1929 legislature 
the rule regarding widows of pension- 
ers was changed. The new rule re- 
quires the widow of a veteran to 
show that she was married to him at 
least ten years before his death. If 
she was not living with her husband 
at the time of his death or during the 
ten years of their married life she is 
required ‘to show that the separation 
was not her fault. 

Under this rule the number of 
widows of Canigoorass veterans en- 
titled to pensioits will be increased 
this year. as the number of years of 
married life is lower than under the 
old rule. At the same time the in- 
crease is somewhat offset by the thin- 
ning ranks -* ‘ce eligible.

Hawaiian 
melodies spring from the Teutonic 
musical memories of Captain Berger, 
whose Christian name might be Hen- 
ry. With instruments to equip a 
band he was sent as a gift to the 
reigning Hawaiian monarch in the 
late 60s. The German emperor did 
the presenting. Captain Berger taught 
all the natives the music they know 
now. He founded the Royal Hawaii- 
an band, which still plays for every 
outgoing steamer. He died about a 
dozen years ago. 

Native music consisted of a rhyth- 
mie pounding of dried  calabashes. 
Hulas were danced ¢éo it, meles chant- 
ed to it. The mele was the only 
song form of ancient Hawaii, and 
consisted of a recital of its legendary 
history and glories and of a_predic- 
tion for the future. 


In fewer words, an American didn't 
bring the uke to Hawaii. “Hawaiian” 
music is German in origin, and is

WATSON GIVES SUPE 
OF FARM RELIC BILL 


Washington, March 29,—(/)—Air 
emphatie declaration as to the scope 
of the new farm relief bill, coupled 
with an announcement that relief leg- 
islation will receive first call at the 
special session of eongress, was made 
today by Senator Watson, of Indi+ 
ana, the new republican leader. 


This announcement, made during 
the day while both the senate and 
house agricultural committees again 
were in session, received the immedi- 
ate attention of those interested in 
farm legislation. ‘This interest was 
heightened as a number of this group 
all along have viewed the hearings 
largely as a matter of form and. have 
not expected them to be productive 
of any new ideas. 

Senator Watson (fflatly declared 
that the new bill would not have an 
equalization fee and that it would be 
modeled closely along the lines laid 
down by the republican national con- 
vention and by President Hoover in 
his speeches at West Branch, Iowa, 
and Elizabethton, Tenn., during the 
campaign. At that time Mr. Hoover 
recommended a federal farm board 
with authority to help co-aperative 
marketing associations and to build 
up stabilization agencies with initial 
capital from the government.

INJUNCTION ANSWERED 


South Carolina Highway 
| Commission Files Reply to 
Farr in Supreme Court. 


Columbia, 8. €., March 29.—(4)— 
As an individual citizen and a mem- 
ber of the state highway commission 
H, C, Summers, of Anderson county, 
today filed answers in supreme court 
to injunction proeeedings launched by 
Clarence Richards and J, 8. Farr, of 
Columbia, against the $65,000,000 
highway bond issue bill. 

Admitting certain allegations in the 
complaint, Mr. Summers. entered 
empathic denial of the allegation that, 
as a member of the state highway 
commission he will participate in re- 
questing Governor Richards to issue 
certificates of indebtedness or notes 
fog highway contruction under the 
terms under the bill adopted at the 
1929 session of the general assembly. 
The petition states that he is ‘“ad- 
vised and believes that the act is ille- 
gal, null and void.” 

The return of Mr. Summers sets 
forth that the taxable value. of the 
property of the state gained from the 
report of the comptroller general to- 
tals $425,543,764 and that the total 
bond issue proposed is in excess of the 
constitutional limitation of 15 per 
cent. Attacking the two district plan, 
the commissioner avers that in dis- 
trict No. 1 proposed under an alter- 
nate plan, the indebtedness would be 
in excess of 15 mills also and also in 
district No. 2 the indebtedness would 
be nearer 17 mills, 

Claims Set Forth. 

Specific claims set forth in the re- 
urn to the complaints of the two peti- 
ioners in the original action include:

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TELLS OF PARTY IN BOARDWALK NIGHT CLUB

Reno, Nev., March 29.—(#)— 
Walker P. Inman, wealthy son of 
Mrs. James B. Duke, testified today 
in his divorce suit against Helen Gar- 
net Patton Clarke Inman, that he 
had never worked a week at anything 
other than trading on the New York 
stock market.

drinking habits upon her husband. 


Inman testified that he had at times 
spent wy hy his family estate in- 
come of $50,000, having gone as high 
as $100,000 a year. s 


He declared that his wife drank be- 
fore they were married, quit for a 
year and then took to the habit again. 
From that time on, he said, she grad- 
ually increased. her imbibing. Al- 
though the complainant asserted he 
had tried to get his wife to drop the 
habit, defense attorneys brought out 
that Inman always kept liquor on 
hand. 


Inman lost all interest in his wife 
after August 8, 1927, he said. declar- 
ing he then decided to give Mrs. In- 
man every opportunity to “hang her- 
self’—that is, to go as far as she 
wanted, for he was through. ‘The 
witness said that he had knowledge 
of but one actual indiscretion on the 
part of Mrs. Inman. In 1923, it was 
brought out, Inman spent several 
weeks experimenting with radios in 
Greenwich Village, and went home 
early in the morning. He said he 
found John Steele, vaudeville per- 
former, at his home asleep on 
the couch one morning. His wife was 
in bed and he could not awaken her 
by shaking her. He said he never 
saw purported letters from Steele to 
Mrs. Inman untib his attorney, Charles 
Caldwell, took them to him. He had

of any indiscretions wi Steels j 
1922 he said, Sapper

the yacht. One night, he said, Mrs.

He 
paid $500 a month for the apartment 
and still pays it, he said. 

The cross-examination then reverted 
to drinking and Inman said he drank. 
on a few occasions, with one or two 
of his servants. 

A party at the Boardwalk Night 
Club in New York was described. In- 
man said he “had enongh” and went 
out to the car and went to sleep. He 
was awakened when they arrived 
home, he said, and Mrs. Inman's 
brother got lost. Some time later two 
men brought him home, Inman said. 
Mrs. Inman’s sister, Mrs. Carr, also 
was there, but was not drinking, 

Inman denied several times that 
he ever struck his wife, but finally 
admitted he had pushed her away from 
him at times when she, under the in- 
fluence of liquor, had pinched him.

were paying leading professional golf- 
ers a yearly salary to use and recom- 


mend the firm's golf balls was made 
today in a complaint filed against the 
Spalding concern by the federal trade 
commission.
